SOCIALISM AND LYNCHING

NEGROES.
DY R. A. DAGUE.

At thotlme I write, tho dally news-
papers are printing accounts ot how
Will Stanley, a Negro, was burned at
the stake In the public square In a
Texas' town. 'He had been suspected
o killing a woman and three chil-
dren, but no court had made any in-

vestigation ot the charges. For a
negro to be even 'suspected ot having
committed a crime ' often results In

his bolng lynched In. some states. TJieJ
dally papers said ot the burning of
Stanley:

"A perfunctory state Investigation
may follow tho lyndhlng, but It is al-

most a foregone conclusion that such
a. probe will do.nothlng. It can not
without going Into almost tho whole
city, for tully 10,000 were In the mob
and got vengeance on Stanley. His
shriveled body, hanged in the public
square after thd.bonflr, wits hacked
down today and tucnedover to a Ne-

gro undertaker."
The claim Is mado that only by

such horrible punishments can Ne-

groes be restrained from assaulting
white women and committing other
climes. The Chicago Tribune Is quot-

ed by The Cleveland Gazette as say-

ing that the statistics show that not
third part ot the lynChlngs of Ne-- a

grocs are for assaulting women, but
the" larger number are for other of-

fenses, often on bare suspicion. A
lew years ago I read ot tho burning
to death of a Colored man who was
accused of killing a white man, but
the Negro said it was done in

The black man was chained
to a tree and a slow fire was started
at his feeL The victim broke his
chain and started to , run. Several
men rammed pitchforks into him and
dragged him back to the tree. Other
men and boys got sticks having fire
on their ends. With these they
punched out his eyes and rammed
fire down his throat. I am not sur
prised that millions of Russians and
people living In other foreign coun
tries' honestly believe that Americans
are still largely only half civilized.

An Atrocious Barbarity.
The burning to jjeath ot a human

being Is an atrocious ba-v- 8 '.t
Is not only revolting, but. . )t
tects on the hundreds' who ess
the fiendish act may be ta. greater
than the crime committed by the one
degenerate-ma- n accused." For '200 or
300 years, In America, Negroes were
bought and sold and treated like ani-
mals. Their families of all ages were
outraged' by white men and the law
gave the Victims no redress. No Ne-

gro was permitted to testify In a court
against a white person. .Many slave
owners had no more regard for the
chastity 'of their female slaves than
they had for that of their cows. Young
or old, married or single, the female
Negro had to submit to the assaults ot
white men.' Millions $ of mulattoes
were born; they were largely, the chil-
dren ot lustful, brutal men. That
many ot such ichlldren are sexual de-

generates Is eaBlly accounted for by
, students of the laws of heredity. They

Inherited their passions from their fa-

thers. Now, when one ot those de-

generate black' men assaults a white
woman, or commits a lesser offense,
or is only suspected, ho 'is run down
by bloodhounds, beaten, lacerated and
bound to a stake and bubrned to
death, surrounded by a mob of howl
ing, frenzied, often, drunken men, who;
yell and dance like demons as tne
Are laps' itself about .the body ot the
victim while his screams ot agony
rend the air.. The lynching ot human
beings, black or white, can not be
justified from any viewpoint. It has
been proven that in several Instances
in which a white woman wns assault-
ed, the man who .attacked her was a
white man who had blackened his
face to avoid recognition, and an in-

nocent Negro was lynched on suspic-
ion.

The fiendish burning to death of a
criminal does no good, but Incalcula-
ble harm. Such horrible public ex-

hibitions do not deter, others from
committing crimes', but do, plant seeds
of hate, cruelty, revenge and murder'
that, later, will produce a luxuriant
crop ot violence and crime. It Is a
law of nature that hate begets hat-
red, violence leads to greater disor-
ders, brutality and savagery Indulged
in by Individuals or communities, put
in motion powerful, silent forces and
influences for evil.

Golng Backward,
Such primes as the public burning

to death of a human being; does the'
world a thousandfold more injury
than d)d the one bad act committed
by tho Ignorant victim ot the mob's
hato and vengeance. Especially tho
youth ot both sexes who look upon
such horrible scenes, are lncalulably
injured. An expectant mother should
never witness such atrocities if she
would not wish to become the mater--

nal parent of a brutal child wltti'mur
dermis lmmilses.

Tho moral pervert, whether black
or. white, who assaults a female, also
other daWerous criminals, should bo
put ln.n prison, be' required Jo' work
and should be given wholesome teacn-- 4

lng anl. kind, patient and llrm treat-
ment,- There are moral and mental
crtpnles as well as fihyBjcal ones who
were cursed before they wore born by
y')0 sins of one p'r,. several of their an-

cestors, or because of Inclinations or
Impllses stamped upon their brains
V, the thoughts or their mother.
CrlmlUaW are often such because ot
the law's ot heredity, or ot pre-nat-

Influences, Instead of burning them
to death pr killing them, they should
be shut away from temptation, their
environment Improved, and they
should be taught to be guided by rea-
son insfead. ot by evil lust and degrad-
ing Impulses. There are no better
reasons for burning to death moral
and mental cripples than there would
bo for cremating' children who are
born blind or deaf and dumb, or fee-

ble minded.
I am convinced that the causo for

tho frequent lynching of Negroes Is
dio . chiefly to our unjust Industrial
system ot tho past and present time.
The Colored people,- - as a rule, are
poor, and although no longer chattel
property, they are nevertheless large
ly wageslaves, and as such are look
ed upon as Inferiors who have not
many rights tho white people are
bound to respect. Abraham Lincoln
mado it unlawful for the capitalist to
owh the ftegro as he owns his horse i

and dog, but the great emancipatqr
did not and could not make the Ne
gro nor the white wage, slave econom
ically free. ' The Colored man and his
children are still poor and ignorant
and continue to suffer from many
wrongs Inflicted upon their apcestors.

Logical Fruits.
Slavery, race prejudices, mobs, vio-

lence, lynchlngs and wars are the
legitimate, logical fruits of an indus-
trial system founded on competition
and individualism .which exists only
by exploiting from others large values
without returning any equivalent
therefor. Socialism proposes to es-

tablish and maintain a
commonwealth. Under such a system
race antagonisms, cruelty, burnings
at the stake and wars will speedily
pass, away, because tho four corner-
stones of the Socialist state will be
Justice, reciprocity, universal brother-
hood and universal peace. Socialism
has lofty Ideals. It says: "God, or
nature, has so Interwoven the well
being and lestlny of all humanity in-

to one Indissoluble bond of unity and
interdependence that what injures
one injures all, and what benefits one
benefits all.". Its slogan is: "An

to one ls the concern of all."

DR. WM. THOMPKINS STORMS NA- -

TIONAL CONVENTION AT
CHICAGO.

His Speech a Classic Styled the Wm.
Jennings Bryan of the Convention
Kansas City Wins In a Walk Over
Philadelphia.

The National Medical Association
convened in Chicago August In
Its 17th annual session. Representa
tives from the different states were
present and held their meetings at the
Y. iM. C. A. building. Clinics were
held in the Provident hospital, Cook
County hospital and St. Lukes' hospi-
tal. The class of papers rendered by
the different representatives were
above the average.

During the convention there arose a
deal of rivalry between Philadelphia
and Kansas City for the next place of
meeting. Philadelphia had circulated
a beautifully written Invitation on the
opening day and had Invitations from
the mayor, the cty council, Commer-
cial club, Philadelphia Academy of
Medicine and all of the leading firms
of that city, inviting the National As-

sociation to meet with them in 1916.
The commttee made Us report and

recommended Philadelphia as the next
place of meeting. The motion was
suspended and Dr. Thompkins got the
floor, and made a strong speech In fa-

vor of Kansas City and before he had
completed his address the convention
In wild enthusiasm was calling for
Kansas City for the next place of meet-
ing.

Dr. Thompkins began with an appeal
by telling the story ofljthe conflict be-

tween the Partrltions and the Plabe-lan- s

of Rome and cited that on one me-

morable occasion a decision of Caesar
was appealed from. Caesar responded
to the Plabian "to whom will you
present your appeal?" The Pleblan
responded by saying that "I will ap-

peal from Caesar drunk to Caesar so
ber," and then directing his appeal to
the convention, that Immediately turn-
ed the tide which brings the National
Medical Association to Kansas City,
Mo., In 1916.

It was unprecedented for a conven-

tion to decline the report of a commit-

tee on place of meeting who had re-

ported unanimously for another city,
and this occurrance only demon
strates the power of magnetism In this
man.

The delegates of Kansas City, Doc-

tors T. C. Unthank, J. E. Perry and
E. B. Ramsey, together with the en-

thusiastic convention surrounded
Thompkins and enthusiastically styled
him "The William Jennings Bryan" of
the convention.
